Minnesota was a woman. As an illus- 
tration of her class of intellect, it was 
told that when she went to tho Terri- 
tory sho took with her from Central 
Illinois n bucket of butter, kopt it in 
her state-room ou a first-class boat, and 
carried it in her hand to a first-class 
hotel (the Merchants'), keeping it by 
her side in the parlor and her bed-room, 
while leaving her other baggage to be 
handled by porters. 
Sho had hoard 


that butter was scarce in that part of 
tho country, nnd had brought hpr sup- 
ply, 
This and her general appearance 


and behavior lod to tho belief that she 
was a person of weak mind, Sho mar- 
ried a man who treated her cruelly and 
died with symptoms of poison, 
A 


chemist thought ho found arsenic in the 
stomach, and a druggist had sold her 
some of that drug " to poison rats."— 
Thoro was no attempt to dispute tho 
chemical tests, 
This expedient was 


discovered lately for the benefit of a 
woman who has not outlived the charms 
which oueo drove rival claimants for her 
hand to tho verge of suicide and mad- 
ness. Being old, unattractive and poor 
none but tho ladies of St, Paul took any 
special interest in her ease; and those 
could only besiege tho Governor for a 
pardon, Jlis wife led a deputation of 
them, knelt at his foot, and with tears 
and passionate entreaty bogged execu- 
tive olomonoy ) but tho ugly woman 
was hanged by the neck until she was 
dead. 


A poor Qormau woman was executed 


near Philadelphia about five years ago; 
and her confession, in her broken_ Eng- 
lish, was ono of tho saddest things I 
over road. Her man had " peat" her, 
peat her so much, made her work in 
tho field when sho was sosiokaud tired, 
peat her for not keeping up ; poat her 
for stopping to nurse tho bnby ; make 
her work in tho house while he rested 
and smoked, and pout her if sho was 
not ready to go out to work when he 
was ! Sho was so tired ; could iiovor 
got no rested j sho wanted to leave him 
and go away, but ho take tho children 
from her ; sho gave four children ; ho 
poat them, too; sho could not loavo her 
children ; she was so tired sho gave hor 
man stuff; sho sorry sho kill hor man ; 
but sho no know what to do, she so 
tired, 


Tho dailies made occasional news 


items out of tho ease, and tho poor, old 
worn-out slave was universally voted a 
monster of iniquity. Tho majesty of 
the law was vindicated by Bonding her 
from tho gallows to unerring judgment 
whore hor toil worn hands and tortwed 
soul must have boon vory whito com- 
pared to the bojcwcled Cugors of the 
charming monsters who slip so grace- 
fully through the elastic meshes of our 
men-made laws.

Aid. Bramble stated Ibo object cl tho 


meeting to bo to consider tho propriety of 
sinking a ooal shaft at this point. 


John Faulds was then called .for. 'lie 


slated bis proposiUon/as follows i 


";I will put down a shaft Rl Deoatur 400 


fect'dcop, providing the city council and 
cUlzcuB pay me f 5,000 for so doing, be- 
sides giving mo tho right to all tho mine- 
rals under all the streets and »lloys nud 
laces of the city; also as much land as is 
necessary to sink the sbaft upon and to Ot 
np the necessary machinery—tho money

Thcro is no doubt an lo the ques- 
tion of finding coal; Decatur had been 
humbugged in tho past; one of tho most 
eminent geologists in tho Stato has said 
that thcro was plenty of coal hero and 
that it could be found at'a less depth limn 
at Bloomington. A good coal shaft would 
bo equal to twenty Stato Fairs, ami ho 
thought that those who had sulibcribed for 
the State Fair would bo willing to turn tho 
same over to this enterprise, 


Mr. Mu»»y then mado a statement in re- 


gard to tho amount of money paid for 
freight on coal shipped to this placo. It 
requires from ten to twenty cnrs iv day to 
supply the city. 


Remarks were then made by Messrs. 


Ullrich, Bunn and Lindsay. 


Mr. Forstmycr offoied tho lollowlng res- 


olution which was adopted: 


Resolved, That it is tho senao of this 


meeting thai our City Council should ne- 
gotiate with Mr, Fiiulds 1'or sinking and 
putting In operation a coul shaft,, and that 
Bald negotiation should be so conducted 
that tho interests of the city bo protected.
